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DETAILED ACTION 

WITHDRAWN REJECTIONS 

1. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of Claims 1,5-6, 12, 15 - 21 and 23 - 40 as being 
unpatentable over Kudert et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,523,045) in view of Fukui et al (Japanese 
Patent No. 03041135) and Branch (U.K. Patent No. 2295617), of record on page 2 of the 
previous Action, is repeated. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

2. Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of Claims 1, 5 - 6, 12, 15 
- 21 and 23 - 40 as being unpatentable over Kudert et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,523,045) in view of 
Fukui et al (Japanese Patent No. 03041 135) and Branch (U.K. Patent No. 2295617), of record in 
the previous Action, have been carefully considered but have not been found to be persuasive for 
the reasons set forth below. 

Applicant argues, on page 3 of the remarks dated July 24, 2007, that the disclosure of talc 
in Kudert et al is vague and non - enabling; neither the content, type, nor specific location of the 
talc is disclosed. 

However, there is no specific location or type of talc that is claimed; furthermore, as 
stated on page 2 of the previous Action, the content of talc that is claimed is taught by Fukui et 
al. 

Applicant also argues, on page 4, that Fukui et al do not teach a material for co - 
injection or discuss the issue of bleed - through, or the precise location of a layer. 
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However, as stated on page 2 of the previous Action, Fukui et al is cited only for the 
teaching of the claimed content of talc; furthermore, both Fukui et al and Kudert et al are 
directed to food containers. It would therefore have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the 
art to have provided for the content of talc of Fukui et al in Kudert et al. 

Applicant also argues, on page 5, that Branch does not teach a material for co - injection. 

However, as stated on page 2 of the previous Action, Branch is cited only for the teaching 
of the claimed whiteness; furthermore, both Branch and Kudert et al are directed to containers. It 
would therefore have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided for the 
content of talc of Branch in Kudert et al.
